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1 . Claims 99-105, 107-111, 11 4-1 20, and 1 22-1 23 are rejected under 35 

U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The least one cavity or an annular cavity having a minimum thickness proximate 
to an ideal pivot point is misdescriptive in view of figure 21 . Applicant has elected the 
embodiment of figure 21 . Figure 21 does not include at least one cavity or an annular 
cavity having a minimum thickness proximate to an ideal pivot point. 

2. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP

3. Applicant's arguments filed April 15, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant has elected the embodiment of figure 21 . Figure 21 does not include at 
least one cavity or an annular cavity having a minimum thickness proximate to an ideal 
pivot point. The thickness of the cavity appears to be consistent throughout the length 
thereof. Consequently, applicant's arguments are deemed moot. 
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It is further noted that upon further review of the original disclosure, claims 107- 
1 1 1 and 114-115 are not readable on the elected embodiment since figure 21 discloses 
an annular cavity and not two cavities. If however applicant contends that figure 21 
discloses two cavities (and is able to support such contention), then claims 1 16-120 and 
122-123 defining an annular cavity, would not be readable on the elected embodiment.
